CLASSES OF MEMBERSHIP 

1. SuppoRTERSw Persons who shall contribute two hundred and 
fifty dollars a year toward the maintenance of the Art Gallery. 

2. Sustaining Members. Persons who shall contribute one 
hundred dollars a year, or more, but less than two hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

3. ContribiIting Members. Persons who shall, contribute 
twenty-five dollars a year, Or more, but less than one hundred 
dollars. i 

4-. Annual Members. Persons who shall contribute ten dol- 
lars a year, or riiore, but less than twenty-five dollars. 

5. Associate Members. Any artist, school teacher, or art 
craftsman actively practicing his profession, may become an As- 
sociate Member' of the Art Gallery upon payment of five dollars 
a year. \

all times that it is open to the public, and to all lectures, recep- 
tions and private views that may be' conducted by the Directors.

Each Contributing Member shall have the privilege of free 
admissions for himself and one other member of his family.
